Pension fears 


Council’s final-salary scheme shows £13m hole in funds 


A PENSION scheme for 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has run 
up a deficit of almost 
£13m - triggering fears 
that taxpayers will have 
to foot the bill. 

The final salary schemes 
are too generous at a time 
when the population is 
ageing and the economy is 
floundering, according to 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance 
campaign group, which 
released the figures and 
wants the system to be 
reformed. 

Figures show East Cambs has

assets of £22.7m, but liabilities 
of £35.4m, so the gap stands at 
£12.75m - the equivalent of 
£150 per resident. 

Matthew Sinclair, director of 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance, des¬ 
cribed the Local Government 
Pension Scheme (LGPS) as a 
“ticking time-bomb”. 

He said: “With an ageing 
population and a crisis in the 
public finances, generous final- 
salary schemes like the LGPS 
are inflexible and too 
expensive, and need urgent 
reform. 

“Councils should not take 


false comfort in the improve¬ 
ment in the stock market. Their 
pension liabilities continue to 
far outweigh their assets and 
the situation remains worse 
than two years ago.” 

The biggest shortfall is at 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, where the scheme has 
assets of £622m, but liabilities 
of £930m, a gap of £308 million, 
equivalent to £501 per resident. 

The county council ad¬ 
ministers the schemes on 
behalf of the other authorities 
and Cllr Steve Count, its 
cabinet member for resources, 
said new investments were 
planned to deal with the deficit. 

He said: “These figures are 
just a snapshot of the current 
situation and reflect the current 


downtrend in markets, 
reducing the value of 
investments. 

“Our plans to deal with the 
deficit reach decades into the 
future which is when the 
effects, if unchecked, would be 
felt.” 

The Government has pro¬ 
posed changes including 
increasing employee contri¬ 
butions, raising the age of 
retirement and basing pensions 
on average salaries. 

East Cambs’ pension scheme 
is managed by the Local 
Government Shared Services - 
a group which is led by 
Cambridgeshire and North¬ 
amptonshire County Councils. 

Cllr fames Palmer, East 
Cambs’ deputy leader, said he 


“appreciates” any concerns 
which the public might have. 

But said: “Whilst we 
appreciate the concerns of the 
public regarding the 
affordability of final pension 
schemes and the burden they 
place on the tax payer, we have 
to be mindful of the national 
framework we are operating in. 

“There has been a lot of 
discussion about pension 
schemes in the public sector 
but to reassure those who do 
not know the full details, this 
£13 m figure is based on a 
whole range of assumptions 
which include the value of 
investments, the unlikely 
scenario of all staff retiring on 
the same day and the current 
economic conditions.”

BBC film crew joins bid to catch killers 


POLICE are retracing the last steps 
of murder victim Llywelyn Thomas’s 
during a reconstruction of the crime 
in a bid to catch his killers. 

Detectives investigating the 
murder of the 76-year-old in Ely 
Road, Chittering, have been creating 
a reconstruction of the murder, 
which has been filmed by the BBC, 
during the past two days to catch the 
pensioner’s killer. 

Det chief insp George Barr said: 


“We are working with BBC with a 
view to running an appeal for 
information about the murder of 
Llywelyn Thomas. 

“In the meantime, I would like to 
remind people that there are 
rewards totalling £50,000 for 
information that leads to the arrest 
and conviction of those responsible 
for the murder of Mr Thomas. 

“Any information, no matter how 
small or insignificant it may seem, 


could be vital in bringing those 
responsible to justice.” 

Investigators have previously told 
the Weekly News they believe the 
killers are local and that residents 
“know who is responsible”. 

It is believed Mr Thomas was 
killed during a botched burglary 
between 9.30pm and 10.30pm on 
Saturday, December 17.

Ex-gamekeeper is 
fined for shotguns 

A RETIRED gamekeeper has been 
fined for keeping five unlicensed 
shotguns. 

Cambridge magistrates heard last 
Thursday that police raided Sidney 
Hobbs’s house in Ely on 
December 29 and found two 
cabinets containing 11 guns. Only 
six were covered by a licence. 
Hobbs, 68, admitted failing to 
comply with a shotgun certificate 
and possessing the items without 
a licence. He was fined £200 and 
ordered to pay a £15 victim 
surcharge and £85 court costs. 
Hobbs, of New Barns Road, Ely, 
retired as a gamekeeper last year. 
He admitted to police that he had 
owned the guns for many years 
and intended to destroy them.

COUNCIL leader Peter 
Moakes is to be reported 
to the Local Government 
Ombudsman after con¬ 
troversially banning 
councillors from sitting 
on any of the authority’s 
committees. 

Local trader and campaigner 
Andrew Olley, who launched 
the Say No to Car Parking 
Charges campaign, has 
described Cllr Moakes’ actions 
as “appalling” and is reporting 
him. 

Cllr Moakes, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, hit the headlines last 
month when the Weekly News 
revealed he had banned three 
of his own Conservative 
councillors from sitting on any 
of the council’s committees. 

Conservative councillors 
Mike Rouse, Elaine Griffin- 
Singh and Anna Bailey have all 
been banned after they 
opposed plans to introduce car 
parking charges in Ely. 

The proposals were put on 
hold at the council’s develop¬ 
ment and transport sub¬ 
committee in March. 

A decision was deferred 


following emotional pleas from 
traders, residents and coun¬ 
cillors - including fellow 
Conservative members. 

All three say that Cllr Moakes 
and deputy leader James 
Palmer have told them that the 
ban is “their punishment”. 

Speaking to the Weekly News 
last month, Cllr Moakes said: 
“It is true that as the leaders of 
the Conservatives, we have 
decided that these three 
members will not be allowed to 
sit on any committees. 

“We feel that all three of 
them were out of order at the 
meeting as they went against 
their Conservative members. It 
was very disappointing and 
caused major upset.” 

The Weekly News has been 
bombarded with letters 
following the revelations and 
Mr Olley, a manager at the City 
Cycle Centre in Ely, is so angry 


he is writing to the ombuds¬ 
man. 

He said: “It is appalling to 
remove these councillors. All 
these councillors have done is 
stand up for this view and the 
city centre, which is the heart 
of our community. 

“It is also appalling that we 
have as yet had no reply from 
Cllr Moakes to the massive 
public outcry over these 
dismissals. 

“Hasn’t enough money been 
wasted? The district council 
has run a consultation at great 
expense to local taxpayers. 

“It showed that three quar¬ 
ters of those responding were 
against the scheme.” 

Cllr Moakes said: “Our focus 
is on delivering the best quality 
services to the people of East 
Cambridgeshire and this will 
remain our goal in the future.”

A CHARITY which helps 
pregnant women now has more 
staff - and boasts a new name. 

The Ely Pregnancy Crisis 
Centre, based at Ely’s 
Lighthouse Centre, has been 
helping pregnant women in the 
Ely area since 1994. 

Now the charity has been re¬ 
named the Ely Pregnancy 
Information Centre (EPIC) and 
is now able to help more 
women than ever. 

A spokeswoman for the 
centre said: “Recently we have 
had eight women qualify as 
crisis advisors. Five of those 
women will continue their 
studying to help women and 
pregnancy loss. 


“This made us rethink 
everything that we do and we 
have now had a complete re¬ 
launch under the new name 
EPIC.” 

The centre helps pregnant 
women with issues from 
unplanned pregnancies to 
breastfeeding advice. 

The spokeswoman said: “We 
listen and help a woman to 
come to an informed decision, 
exploring all her options so that 
she knows that she is 
comfortable with the decision 
that she has made. The decision 
might be to abort, to parent or 
offer the child for adoption.

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MPs link in call 
for 999 helipad

EAST Anglian MPs have 
joined calls for a helipad to 
be built at Addenbrooke’s, 
particularly as it will now 
officially be treating the 
district’s sickest patients. 

Seriously-injured patients 
could be put at risk unless 
Addenbrooke’s has its own 
helipad, according to MPs Daniel 
Poulter and Peter Aldous, who 
have written to Health Secretary 
Andrew Lansley. 

They have asked for it to be 
considered as part of the East of 
England Major Trauma System 
review. 

Now more MPs have got 
involved, saying “it makes no 
sense” to use the current system 
of dropping patients - many in a 
life threatening condition - at the 
Gog Magog Golf Course about 
two miles from the hospital and 
transferring them by land 
ambulance. 

Julian Huppert, MP for 
Cambridge, said: “It is clearly 
something that should have

happened a long time ago. 

“It simply doesn’t make sense to 
have to offload at the Gogs and 
put them in an ambulance. 

“I think there should be a 
helipad, especially as Adden¬ 
brooke’s is the region’s major 
trauma centre. 

“I think it’s important that the 
Department of Health puts 
pressure on Addenbrooke’s to 
make the right decision. 

“We simply can’t wait for the 
perfect solution to come along, 
we need to get one in place in the 
meantime even if it is temporary.” 

The hospital plans to build a 
rooftop helipad on top of the 
emergency department once it 
has been extended. However, it 
will take a number of years before 
this is built. 

Oliver Heald, MP for North East 


Hertfordshire, said: “Now that 
Addenbrooke’s is to be a major 
trauma centre, it is right that 
transport should be top grade. A 
helipad should be considered. 

“When I visited German trauma 
centres a few years ago, they had 
helipads.” 

Dr Adam Chesters, who works 
on the East Anglian Air 
Ambulance (EAAA) saving lives, 
said: “It typically adds between 10 
and 15 minutes to the journey. 
There are a certain group of 
patients for whom this time is 
critical, in particular patients who 
are bleeding to death. 

“A helipad on site near the 
emergency department would 
help these patients.” 

He added the present system 
can also mean the crew are 
unavailable for call-outs as it 
takes time for doctors to 
accompany the land ambulance 
crew to hospital, hand over and 
then be transported back to the 
Gog Magogs - so they are missing 
calls that could potentially save 
lives. 

A Department of Health 
spokeswoman said: “We will 
respond to the letter in due 
course.”

Police standards 
have changed

At the beginning of this month, the 
old Isle of Ely police (those who are 
still around) had our annual 
reunion dinner, which was 
attended by roughly 48 officers and 
some of the wives. We meet again 
next Easter. 

To turn back the clock, in 1963 this 
city was policed 24 hours a day, 7 
days a week by 4 sergeants and 8 
constables, with 2 CID officers and 
4 traffic men, and that included 
manning the police station 24 
hours a day. 

Littleport was fully manned, again 
24/7, and there where officers 
stationed in the various villages - 
Prickwillow, Little Downham, 
Witchford, Haddenham and Sutton. 
I understand that what we have 
now is the modern way of policing 
which, by any standard, does not 
equate to the standards we 
operated under in the Isle of Ely, 
Cambridgeshire and Essex.

Pool complaints 
take quick plunge 


COMPLAINTS about Ely’s 
Paradise Swimming Pool 
have dropped consid¬ 
erably in the last three 
years, the Weekly News 
can reveal. 

The number of formal 
complaints being made has 
significantly reduced. 

Figures released to the Weekly 
News under the Freedom of 
Information Act show that in 
2009/10m, 55 formal complaints 
were made about the pool. 

In 2010/11 the number of 
complaints dropped to 41, and 
last year, 2011/12, just 14 were 
made. 

The data shows that in 


2009/10, 33 positive comments 
were made about Paradise Pool, 
which dropped to 12 in 2010/11, 
and which then rose again to 25 
last year. 

The figures show that in 
2009/10, eight formal complaints 
were made about the cleanliness 
of the changing rooms. 

In 2010/11, that figure 
dropped to five complaints, and 
then zero complaints were made 
last year. 

A total of 28 complaints were 
made about the maintenance 
and temperature of the main 
pool and the learner pool in 
2009/10. 

In 2010/11, 17 complaints 
were made about the 


temperature of both pools and 
last year, six were made about 
the temperatures of both pools. 

In December 2010, the Weekly 
News reported how parents were 
boycotting Paradise Pool. 

Users complained about 
mould around the pool, a smell 
of urine and clumps of hair 
littering floors in changing 
rooms. 

In 2010, the pool, which is run 
by Leisure Connection on behalf 
of East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, was closed numerous 
times due to tiles lifting on the 
pool floor. 

It was also shut for a short 
while last month for tiles to be 
replaced in the learner pool. 


Cannabis discovered on Christmas Day 


CHRISTMAS Day cannabis possession landed a 
man in court. 

Lee Wiseman, of Saffron Piece, Sutton, pleaded 
guilty to the charge at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court last Friday following a police search of his 
former family home in Littleport in the early 
evening. 

The court heard officers entered after being 
concerned for the 28-year-old’s welfare amid 
reports of depression, and found a small bag of the 
class B drug on a table. He was taken to 


Addenbrooke’s for a health check and then 
arrested. 

Nick Barnes, mitigating, said his client only had 
a “very small amount of cannabis”. 

He added: “He was in a vulnerable and difficult 
state of mind at the time and was very emotional. 

“He has accepted his problem and has sought 
professional help with drugs and alcohol." 

Wiseman was given a six-month conditional 
discharge and ordered to pay £85 court costs. The 
drugs will be destroyed.

Waterway plan 
makes progress 


PLANS to transform the River 
Great Ouse in Ely into a Norfolk 
Broads-style attraction could 
have moved one step closer 
thanks to councillors in Lin¬ 
colnshire. 

Lincolnshire County Council has 
agreed to put £llm towards the cost of a 
major barrier project in Boston. 

The £85m scheme aims to reduce the 
flood risk in the town and open up the 
waterways for tourists. 

But the barrier plan is also part of the 
ambitious Fens Waterways Link project - 
a scheme which plans to link up the 
cathedral cities of Ely, Peterborough and 
Lincoln, creating a Norfolk Broads-style 
attraction. 

It is hoped the funding from 
Lincolnshire County Council will have 
moved the project a step closer to reality. 

Cllr Eddy Poll, the council’s executive 
member for economic development, 
said: “The Boston barrier project will help 
to open up the waterways, achieving a 
significant milestone of the Fens 
Waterways Link, which aims to connect 
the cathedral cities of Lincoln, Ely and 
Peterborough. 

“This is likely to encourage greater 
tourism and result in significant 
investment in waterfront and town centre 
areas. This is something that will benefit 
all residents.” 

The Fens Waterways Link project has 
been widely welcomed by councillors in 
Ely, who insist it will boost tourism.

The River Great Ouse currently links 
Ely to Huntingdon and St Ives to the 
south and Upwell, March, Whittlesey and 
Peterborough to the north. 

But as part of the Fens Waterways Link, 
two further routes will be established 
between Chatteris and St Ives. 

The project is being part-funded by the 
European Union’s Regional Redevel¬ 
opment Fund. 

A spokeswoman for the project said: 
“The link will represent the most 
significant partnership development of 
the inland navigation network of the UK 
in two centuries. 

“It will complement other waterway 
projects in the region, forging new links 
between the existing stretches of 
navigable waterway and creating a 
seamless loop of opportunity. 

“The resulting focal points will often be 
marina-orientated and display features 
such as boat repair yards, shopping 
opportunities, restaurants and bars, 
media centres and accommodation. 

“The link will provide a positive 
contribution to heritage, culture and 
nature and the diversity of the natural 
environment will be enhanced by 
sustaining habitats and supporting rare 
species helping to meet biodiversity 
targets.”

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Crackdown raises 
stakes for thieves 


POLICE are strengthening 
their efforts to tackle 
shoplifting in the Ely area. 

Last year there were 172 
shoplifting offences in East 
Cambridgeshire. Already this 
year, there have been 46. 

Cambridgeshire Police are now 
taking a more focused approach 
to try to catch the culprits. 

A range of tactics are being 
used, including officers knocking 
on the doors of suspected 
shoplifters to let them know they 
are being targeted. 

They will also be offered help 
from other agencies if their 
offending is linked to drug use. 

Sgt Will Davis said: “We are 
taking a much more focused 
approach to shoplifting, which 
starts with going directly to those 
suspected of being prolific

offenders. 

“We’ll visit them and tell them 
we’re targeting them, will be 
monitoring them and will lock 
them up if they put a foot out of 
line. 

“Shoplifting is usually just the 
tip of the iceberg. We often find 
people who steal from shops are 
also involved in other criminality, 
such as burglary or drugs. 

“During the visits we will offer 
help and support to those who 
may be stealing to fund drug 
habits or due to unemployment, 
but ultimately some are just 
intent on committing crime and 
they need to be stopped.” 

The tactic is one of a series of 
measures under Operation 


Wicket, which was launched at 
the start of April. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
a Shop Watch scheme has been 
recently been launched in 
Littleport to tackle the ever- 
increasing problem of shoplifting. 

It has now been rolled out to 
Ely and plans are in place to 
improve systems to allow shops, 
police and CCTV operators to 
quickly share images of suspected 
thieves. 

The crackdown is running 
alongside Cambridgeshire 
Police's ‘Get Closer’ campaign, 
which aims to target certain 
crime trends identified through 
crime data analysis. 

If you have any information 
about shoplifting offences, call 
police on 101. If you spot an 
offence in progress, dial 999. 


Car blazes after collision near new store 


A CAR burst into flames 
following a two-vehicle collision 
in Ely. 

The drama happened in Lisle 
Lane on Monday, close to the 
city’s new Sainsbury’s store. 

One of the vehicles hit a Virgin 
street cabinet while the other 


flipped onto its roof and burst 
into flames. 

The drivers of both vehicles 
managed to escape uninjured 
and were treated at the scene by 
paramedics. 

Police attended and closed the 
road in both directions, causing 


lengthy tailbacks for motorists 
in both directions. 

Firefighters also attended 
although a service spokesman 
said their attendance was not 
required. 

The road was re-opened just 
after 2pm.

THE Revd Canon Mark Bonney 
will become the new Dean of 
Ely, it has been revealed. 

Canon Bonney, Canon Treasurer of 
Salisbury Cathedral, succeeds The Very 
Revd Dr Michael Chandler, who retired 
last year. 

Downing Street made the announce¬ 
ment earlier this month and the new 
Dean will be formally installed on 
September 22. 

Canon Bonney, 55, said: “I am 
delighted and excited about the prospect 
of coming to Ely as Dean. 

“Cathedrals have a very particularly 
role to play working with the bishop in 
the ministry and mission of the diocese.” 

Canon Bonney was educated in 
Cambridge before training for the 
ministry at St Stephen’s House, Oxford. 

He was ordained priest in Durham 
Cathedral in 1986 and began his ministry 
on Teesside before moving to be 
Chaplain to St Alban’s Cathedral in 1988, 
where he also served as Precentor 
between 1990 and 1992. 

He then moved to be Vicar of Eaton 
Bray with Edlesborough before 
becoming Rector of Great Berkhamsted 


in 1996, where he also served as Rural 
Dean of Berkhamsted from 2002-2004. 
He moved to Salisbury that year to 
become Canon Treasurer. 

Canon Bonney is married to Kate, a 
primary school teacher, and they have 
two daughters, Hannah, who is at 
university, and Eleanor, who is about to 
take GCSEs. 

His hobbies include music, art, sport, 
cooking and entertaining. 

Canon Bonney said: “I will be 
fundamentally committed to the rhythm 
of worship and prayer that is at the heart 
of the cathedral’s life, and look forward 
to working with chapter colleagues so 
that the cathedral may grow further as a 
place of energising encounter and 
engagement with lesus Christ.” 

The Bishop of Ely, The Right Reverend 
Stephen Conway, said: “I am delighted 
that Mark is to be the next Dean of Ely. 

“He has a wealth of parish and 
cathedral experience and, having been 
at Cambridge, already knows the 
diocese. The diocese will have a priest as 
Dean whose ministry is all about making 
connections between the Gospel and the 
wider community.” 


Five accused of Fenland poaching 


FIVE men will stand trial accused of 
poaching in the Fens. 

Edward Watson, 37, MarkWhitwell, 40, 
Matthew Giles, 28, and Simon Stainer, 
49, all pleaded not guilty to the charge at 
a preliminary hearing at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court last Friday.

year. 

Giles, of Lingfield, Surrey, Stainer, of 
Horsham, West Sussex, and Watson and 
Whitwell, of Billingshurst, West Sussex, 
were ordered to reappear at the same 
venue for a day-long trial on July 6.

past. 

A thriving community, there 
are already several schools, a 


football team, a library, museum, 
and even an annual pumpkin 
fair. 

Located off the A142 between 
Newmarket and Ely, the village is 
celebrated for its 12th century 
church, St Andrew’s, built on the 
very spot where a cathedral and 
palace used to stand in 900AD, 
built by a Saxon nobleman. 

One of the village’s local heroes 
was William Case Morris, who 
travelled to Argentina in 1872 
and, horrified by the poverty he 
encountered, founded a range of 
children’s homes there. He is still 
remembered fondly in Buenos 


Aires, where numerous statues of 
him abound. 

Here’s four top spots to visit in 
and around Soham: 

■ Soham Museum, situated in 
The Pavillion, was established in 
1998 to provide a living history of 
the town. 

■ Though it once boasted nearly 
50, Soham currently has five 
traditional working pubs; The 
Carpenter’s Arms, The Cherry 
Tree, The Fountain, The Red Lion 
and The Ship. 

■ Downfields Windmill, also 
known as Pollards Mill, was first 
constructed in the 1720s and 

rebuilt after a 
storm in 1890. It is 
a working mill and 
produces flour 
which can be 
purchased direct 
from the millers. 

Wicken Fen 
Nature Reserve 
was the very first 
Nature Reserve to 
be owned by the 
National Trust. It 
remains one of the 
most important 
wetlands in 
Europe.

A CAMPAIGN has been 
launched to ensure the 
legacy of the founder of 
the Wildfowl and Wetlands 
Trust (WWT) - Sir Peter 
Scott - lives on. 

The WWT, which has a centre 
in Welney, was founded by the 
legendary British conservationist 
in 1946 in a bid to get people 
closer to nature. 

Sir Peter’s father, Captain 
Robert Falcon Scott, is 
remembered for his incredible 
bravery as a Royal Navy officer 
and explorer who led two 
expeditions to the Antarctic. 

It was on March 29, 1912 that 
Captain Scott wrote his last 
words from Antarctica. 

In a letter to his wife in his 
dying moments, he wrote: “I am 
anxious for you and the boy’s 
future - make the boy interested 
in natural history if you can, it is 
better than games they 
encourage at some schools - I 
know you will keep him out in 
the open air.” 

Determined to make his father

proud, that boy, Sir Peter, went 
on to set up groundbreaking 
conservation projects, including 
the WWT at Welney. 

Now, with the help of the Scott 
grandchildren, Falcon, Dafila and 
Nicola, the WWT has launched a 
campaign called the Inspiring 
Generations Initiative to ensure 
the Scott legacy lives on. 

As part of the campaign, the 
WWT is launching a fundraising 
appeal to enable underprivileged 
schoolchildren the chance to 
visit the reserve in Welney and be 
inspired by the nature. 

Another element of the 


initiative is the 100 Letters 
Campaign. 

The WWT is urging people to 
suggest someone they would like 
to write a letter to, with a request 
to do something to help inspire 
future generations with an 
interest in wildlife. 

The winning letters will be sent 
to the chosen recipients from 
Antarctica, and prizes will be up 
for grabs. 

Captain Scott’s grandson, 
Falcon, said: “My grandfather’s 
visit to Antarctica 100 years ago 
was pretty inspirational. But one 
of his most influential deeds took 
place inside a tent - although it 
was -70 degrees outside. 

“That simple letter he wrote to 
my grandmother in his dying 
moments inspired my father to 
found WWT. 

“I want history to repeat itself, 
which is why we are launching 
the Inspiring Generations Scott 
100 Letters and fundraising 
appeal. It would be great if 
everyone could do their bit to 
inspire others to share their love 
of the natural world.”

Going wild in 
the country 


The idyllic childhood adventures of 
Arthur Ransome’s literary classic 
Swallows and Amazons are at the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre. JENNIFER 
SHELTON quizzes some of the cast 
to find out why this 1920s classic 
is making waves with a new 
generation of children. 

What did you know about 
Swallows and Amazons before you 
signed up for the play? 

Akiya: “I read the book as a child 
and found it really exciting, and I’d 
worked with Tom (Morris, the 
director) on another play before this. 
I was invited to the workshop and 
knew it was going to be an amazing 
project.” 

Richard: “I’d only heard about it, 
but I immediately got it when I read 
the script. And I read Robinson 
Crusoe as well, which I actually 
really enjoyed! Some people find it a 
bit heavy.” 

The book uses a lot of specific 
nautical references, and the 
language is certainly of its time. Is 
this play a bit more accessible? 
Akiya: “Yes - on stage, you’re 
seeing it all, rather than reading a 
description.” 

Katie: “That’s right. In the first 
chapter, there’s a whole thing about 


Roger ‘tacking’, but if you don’t 
know anything about sailing, you’re 
going, ‘What is that?’. Whereas 
here, we’re physically doing it, so 
you can see what it is.” 

All of you are adults, playing 
children. How did you approach 
the roles? 

Katie: “The children all very much 
feel that they are grown-ups, which 
is why, when you watch it, we’re not 
putting on young voices or skipping 
around.” 

Stewart: “And that’s how they’ve 
come to the decision to allow me to 
play a 7-year-old with a beard!” 

How have audiences reacted to the 
beard? 

Akiya: “They never question it!” 
Katie: “It’s funny, one little girl who 
came backstage said to me: ‘Oh, 
you’re the little girl who wanted to 
make all the tea for everybody’. She 
talked to me as if I was younger 
than her.” 

The play relies a lot on us using 
our imaginations. How have you 
found using bin liners for birds 
and ribbons for waves? Does the 
audience buy into it? 

Katie: “Definitely, because it’s just 
like the way children play. I have 
three nieces and if they’re playing 


witches they’ll never use a broom, 
but just a stick from the garden or a 
tea towel if they’re playing 
weddings.” 

Akiya: “It also really conveys the 
sense of the children and their 
imaginations. It means we’re having 
to use our imaginations too, and I 
think that’s what’s really great about 
this piece.” 

What do you think audiences will 
take away from it? 

Richard: “We have had a few 
comments about children seeing the 
show and then wanting to go home 
and make a boat. I think it does 
inspire play” 

Akiya: “I’ve heard adults talking 
about it afterwards and saying how 
lovely it was, just for an evening, to 
be allowed to be a child again.” 

How do you feel about computer 
games and the way children play 
today? Do you think this show will 
inspire children to get outdoors and 
rediscover traditional ways of 
interacting? 

Celia: “The child’s natural instinct is 
to play, but it’s whether or not that’s 
encouraged. If you’re only ever in 
front of an Xbox, your imagination 
slowly stops because you’re given all 
the images and aren’t having to 
engage your brain.”

A SOCIALLY awkward fisheries 
expert reels in a spirited soul¬ 
mate in Lasse Hallstrom’s 
unabashedly feelgood movie 
based on the novel by Paul 
Torday. 

Salmon Fishing In The Yemen 
wrings every last drop of 
sentiment out of its slender 
premise that polar opposites 
attract, especially if it leads to a 
traditional happy ending. 
Government boffin Dr Alfred 
Jones (Ewan McGregor) works 
for the Foreign & Commonwealth 
Office under boss Bernard 
Sugden (Conleth Hill), who is a 
mild nuisance to any pretty girl in 
the department. 

Alfred is asked to strengthen 
Anglo-Arab relations by helping 
consultant Harriet Chetwode- 
Talbot (Emily Blunt) to realise the 
impossible dream of Sheikh 
Muhammad (Amr Waked) who 


wants to introduce British salmon 
to the Middle East. 

At first Alfred rebuffs the idea and 
returns to the drudge of his 
suburban life with wife Mary 
(Rachael Stirling). But when the 
Prime Minister’s potty-mouthed 
press secretary Patricia Maxwell 
(Kristin Scott Thomas) catches 
wind of the Sheikh’s loopy plans, 
she sees past the impracticalities 
and focuses on the feelgood 
aspect of the story to distract 
attention from the recent bombing 
of an Afghan mosque. 

When Alfred eventually meets the 


Sheikh, he is won over by the 
statesman’s passion and thus 
begins a momentous journey of 
self-discovery. 

Salmon Fishing In The Yemen is 
fluff but it’s beautifully framed and 
well-acted fluff to warm the 
cockles of a cynical heart. 
McGregor and Blunt are an 
attractive pairing. McGregor hides 
his sex appeal behind grey suits 
and mournful eyes while Blunt is 
luminous as a high-flying career 
woman presented with an 
agonising choice between two 
paramours.

Toughing out 
the drought 


GREEN 

TEAM: Once 

evergreens 

are 

established, 
they can 
tackle lack of 
water well, 
says Lucy 
Summers. 


W E are all by now aware 
of the various hosepipe 
bans in place and the 
prospect of drooping bedding 
plants and shrivelled vegetables. 

But all is not lost because canny 
gardeners can make use of evergreen 
flowering shrubs, topiary and textured 
plants during the summer months 
which will still look good in the winter, 
according to landscape designer Lucy 
Summers, author of Evergreen Plants, 
the latest in the Greenfingers Guides. 

“As a young gardener, I avoided 
evergreen plants like the plague, so 
distracted was I by the endless species 
and varieties of showy perennials,” she 
says. 

“But all gardeners’ tastes mature and 
change, rather like throwing out the 
chintz and Victoriana and updating 
with modern fabrics and furniture. 

“With experience, I learned that a 
garden without evergreen scaffolding is 
destined for ordinariness.” 

But how will evergreens fare in the 
drought? 

“Once they’re established - more 
than three years old - most of them will 
do reasonably well,” she says. 

“How often do people water their 
hedges? Hardly ever. They are very 
drought-tolerant. 

“If we have weeks and weeks of 
drought they may suffer a bit, but they 
are tough contenders. And all the plants 
from the Mediterranean are very happy.

They’ve been brought up on meagre 
and they are used to meagre.” 

Berberis, box, choisya, 
helianthemum (rock rose), hebe, 
potentilla, viburnum, rosemary, 
lavender and honeysuckle are among 
shrubs which can do well with little 
water, while ornamental grasses such as 
Stipa gigantea and Stipa tenuissima 
also need little maintenance. 

“Many people think evergreens are 
dull and green - but so many have a 
flower. Grasses like Stipa gigantea give 
you a big clump of green throughout 
the winter and a beautiful shimmering 
curtain of flowerheads in the su mm er. 
Cut it back once a year and the rest of 
the year it looks after itself,” says 
Summers. 

Phormiums (New Zealand flax) are 
drought-tolerant, wind-tolerant and will 
happily grow in coastal conditions. 

Aloe striatula, the hardy aloe, is also 
an architectural winner which bears 
tall, candle-like yellow/orange flowers 
in midsummer if placed in a sunny, 
sheltered spot. 


Other drought-tolerant architectural 
stars include Astelia ‘Silver Spear’, its 
strap-like leaves reaching around 1.2m 
in height, while purple sage also looks 
exotic, with its purple leaves and 
accompanying flowers. 

All of these plants make fantastic 
statements and are suitable for most 
gardens, although the crowns of 
phormiums may need protecting in 
winter with a layer of straw. 

However, most evergreens should be 
mulched before the ground dries out 
too much. Those who’ve stockpiled 
water in water butts will benefit from 
giving beds a water before mulching 
with organic matter, to suppress weeds 
and conserve moisture. 

“If you water once a week, heavily 
and thoroughly, it’s much better for 
plants because it encourages them to 
root deeper,” Summers maintains. 

“If their roots are deeper they can 
find water more easily, but not surface 
water.” 

Many low-growing, spreading 
evergreens thrive in poor, well-drained 
soil and sunny sites and once 
established become very drought- 
tolerant. 

But it’s important to give newly 
planted evergreens some TLC to get 
them off to a good start. 

Before planting, thoroughly soak the 
plants in their pots in a bucket of water 
until the bubbles stop rising to the 
surface. 

Tease out any roots circling around 



the edge of the plant’s rootball, which 
will help the roots to grow out into the 
soil. 

Dig a hole and place the plant in 
before filling the hole with water until 
at least a watering-can-full has soaked 
in. Some will need additional organic 
matter when you infill, but not all 
evergreens need an extremely rich soil, 
so it’s best to check with your garden 
centre beforehand. 

They will need watering well once a 
week (twice a week in dry, hot spells) 


to survive, but should become low- 
maintenance once they are established. 

“One of the biggest differences you 
can make is by mulching your soil - go 
for a really meaty organic compost 
that’s almost fibrous to touch,” says 
Summers. 

“Most shrubs really are perfect for 
the lazy gardener. They are able to 
thrive without your interference.”
